The Sevres Vases.— What is tho pe- 
culiar spell and fascination, it is ask- 
ed with amazement, which old chin* 
exercises upon many persons who are 
bj no means deficient either in intelli- 
gence or common sense? At the pre- 
sent time there seems to be a perfect 
mania for collectiug chin* which has 
any stamp of antiquity about it; and 
not only fashionable society, but •Ten 
the tober good sense of the middle 
daises appears to have caught the in- 
fection; in fact the prices giyan at 
auction rooms for any rare specimens 
• are really so astounding aud unprece- 
dented, that outsiders atand by with 
uplifted hands and eyebrows of amaze 
meat, while £0,000, for example, is 
being given for a couple of vases, 
which are to bo put away in the col- 
lector's cabinet and shrouded from the 
common gaze henceforth, like the 
beauties of an Oriental harem. This is, 
of course, an extremely "fancy" price 
fur old china; but it was given last 
vear for a pair ..of Sevres vases at 
Christie's. Two noblemen— or their 
agents rather— wore bidding against 
each other, and tho price was run up 
to £0,000, which in twenty-eight years, 
it must bo remembered, at compound 
interest, is equivalent to £21,000. It 
will be curious to trace the history of 
these vases in the year of grace 1902, 
if they are in existence then. A story 
is current that one of the persons to 
•whom thoy formerly belonged was 
completely thrown off his balanco by 
the unprecedented prico given for 
them. Ho was heard exclaiming, "Am 
I alive, or ami dead ? Pinch mo that 
I may know whother I am in my sen- 
ses or not! I bought them for £70 
and sold them for £.300; and now, 
gracious heavens! I have been done 
out of a fortune !""-[Frazor's Mag- 
azine. ] t 

Tiie Lock of Hair. — A very valuable 
collection of coins was offered for sale 
in Paris the other day, and among 
them was a 5-franc piece with ths 
effigy of Prince Louis Napoleon, 
President of the French Ropublic.and 
the data of 1801. This coin, much to 
tho surprise of a bystander not in the 
secret, ran up to 113 francs. Curious 
to know why a coin which, from its 
recent date could not, ho imagined, be 
a rarity, fetched such n price, ho ask- 
ed the unsuccessful bidder why ho had 
offered as much as 1 10 francs, and 
was met with the somewhat contemp- 
tuous reply, 'Why, don't you seo it is 
a pieco with the lock of hair' ('uue 
piece a la ineeho')? More aud more 
puzzled, ho wits obliged to ask an ex- 
planation, and was told that one of 
the first decrees issued after tho 'coup 
d'etat' on tho second of December 
referred to tho coining of new money, 
which wa3 to be stamped wiLh tho ef- 
figy of the Princo-Presidont. One of 
tho 5-franc pieces was brought to tho 
Elysee, but the late Emperor having 
his attontion taken up by other things, 
forgot all about it for a few days. 
\Vhon ho came to examine it ho no- 
ticed a lock of hair curled forward 
near tho right temple, which displeas- 
ed him, and ho gave orders to have 
the mould altered. But, taking his 
nileuoo for oousent, tho directors of 



the mint had commenced the issue, 
and twenty-three 5-franc pieces could 
not bo withdrawn from circulation. 
These are the coins which are now so 
highly prized by collectors. 

Destruction op Birds at tub Shrine 
ox Fashion. — It is said that owing to tho 
prHRont stylo of decoration lor ladies' 
hats, that some varieties of small birds 
aro likely to be entirely exterminated. In 
England the household rohin is becom- 
ing scarce from this cause; while tho 
king-fisher, the finches and yellow-ham- 
mers are scarcely procurable. The sea- 
gull has furnished an almost countless 
number of wings, with which to com- 
plete the sauoy looking hut of the stylish 
belle, who never thinks that sho is wear- 
ing the price of life. An oxchange re- 
commends that if ladies must wear fea- 
thors in their hats, thoy should stick to 
the ostrich feather, as those being in per- 
fection ouly when the season of moult- 
ing conies, aro dropped with no injury to 
the bird; aud now that domostieation of 
the ostrich is made a piaeticablo project, 
the supply can bo made equal to demand.

A Long Vacation 

It is a subject for surpriso and re- 
gret that the factious opposition of the 
lato Government to the ekction of the 
new Ministers will have the effect of 
delaying wholesome legislation, of 
which the country stands so much in 
need. The feeble opposition threat- 
ened to Mr. Elliott will not invoWe a 
delay longer than two weeks; but as 
the ex-Ministers, in obedience to the 
dictates of an impotent rage, aro pre- 
paring to "trot out" a candidate in 
Yale District against Mr. Vornon, the 
time that must elapse from their un- 
patriotic action before the House can 
meet again becomes a serious matter. 
It is unnecessary for us to point out 
that it is the country tbat will be a 
loser by the delay which is forced 
upon the new Ministry by the unprin- 
cipled character of the opposition — an 
opposition composed of men who, 
whon in office, were the first to de- 
nounce aa disloyal any person who 
dared question their right to enjoy what 
they pleasantly termed "the spoils of 
office." It is useless to, appeal to the 
patriotism of men whose lore of coun- 
try consisted in voting themaelvea and 
their friends into fat positions and 
■toying in them, in spite of popular 
opinion, by the perpetration of a so- 
ries of unconstitutional acts which iu 
any other Province would have insur- 
ed their being turned out years ago. 
By a purchased majority the late Min- 
istry held their positions through throe 
long sessions, and now when the voice 
of the country is heard in condemna- 
tion of their wild scheme of discount- 
ing the future, they are doing their 
"little beat" to hamper and annoy 
(they cannot defeat) their successors. 
We do not writ* this with the object 
of inducing them to withdraw their 
candidates, because we know that the 
electors are awaiting an opportunity to 
endorse the vote of the Assembly in 
condemning the extravagance nnd 
double-dealing of the late Miniitry; 
but we do wish to put on record 
the fact (and we think the public will 
bear us out in the assertion) that any 
delay in legislation that may occur at 
this time, when the country is anxious 
to iee the blunders of the past speed- 
ily rectified, will be due entirely to the 
factiousness of Messrs. Walkem, Bea- 
ven & Co. Their determination hav- 
ing been taken and the stalking-horses 
selected, the House must bo prepared, 
to-day, for a long vacation. 

Religion iu Politics. 

The insulting allusion to Jews in 
yesterday's "Standard" has excited the 
indignation of all classes in a commu- 
nity that owes allegiance to a Gov- 
ernment the Premier of which is a 
Jew! The cause must indeed be a des- 
perate one that requires to be bolster- 
ed up by an attack on a man's religion. 
No better offset to this unseemly at- 
tack could bo found than is contained 
in tho following paragraph which we 
clip from a late number of the loan 
Francisco "News Letter:" 
Israel's triumph, 
Every man has his weak spot, and 
many have a strong one. Arohilles was 
vulnerable only in his heel, and Samson 
was Htrong only whon his hair was intact. 
The Sons of Israel find tho neighborhood 
of the lied Soa to bo the sceuo of thoir 
greatest triumphs, whilst the Egyptians 
havo always found it a point of weakness, 
Old Moses, as the Israolitish loadsr, di- 
vided it at right anglea,so that its bottom 
was us dry laud, and it stood up on either 
side Jilte a wall, bo that Israol passed over 
in siifety, whilst tho Egyptians, who at- 
tempted to follow, were all drowned. 
History repeats itself. What is said to 
have occurred four tbousnnd years ago, 
is substantially, but in a slightly differ- 
ent form, boing re-enactod to-day. Egypt 
has swamped herself into debt by malting 
an inroad into tho Red Soa, whilst Israel, 
represented by Disraoli and tho lioths- 
childs, havo acchioved a great triumph 
through tho weakness of their old task- 
masters. No longer'compolled to mako 
bricks without straw, they now obtain a 
great canal without labor. Tho great 
highway once made for them by tho Lord 
of Hosts is to-day thoir's, by aid of tho 
Almighty Trinity of pounds shillings and 
ponce. England finds her reward for tho 
liborty which she early oxtondod to the 
Jews. Herroad to Indiais now Bafe. With 
Egypt, as her ally on one side, and a 
watery highway on which to plant hor 
groat naval strength on tho other, sho is 
entirely secure. Lot it be remombered, 
however, that it was the Iiouhs of Israol 
that did it. Be yo joyful, nations, and 
lot us all rejoice and bo exceeding glad, 
for filename and powor of Israel is again 
great throughout the land.

Crippling Our Industries. 

In judging a Govornmont ono must 
look at their acts— their policy — not thoir 
personnel. The question should l>o, have 
the Government of the Jay, by tho judi- 
cious expenditure of public money and 
tho honest discharge of tlieirjdutios, con- 
tributed to the material ndvancomont of 
tho Province ? All other questions are 
beside the real issue. We think we have 
clearly shewn that tho policy of the lata 
Government has been fraught with 
danger to tho commonwealth; — that thoy 
have not striven to advance the public 
iutereits by tho encouragement of capital 
»nd labor amongst us. The disgraoeful 
entangloment with Canada proves one 
proposition to bo true; tho wasteful ex- 
penditure of public money to swell tho 
profits cf a Birmingham iron manufac- 
turing lirin when there are Arms in tho 
Provinco who could have furnished tho 
same machinery for less money than the 
product of the English firm can be laid 
down here, establishes the othor. We 
refer to tho pumping machinery for the 
graving-dock. This machinery will cost, 
free on board ship in tho Thames, $31,- 
500. Freight, duty and other charges, 
it is known, will add §15,000 to tho ori- 
ginal oost, making a total of about S-1G,- 
000 oleau gone out of tho country with- 
out a solitary workingmau benefiting a 
ha'porth by the transaction! Theory oi 
our businessmou has ever been, give ns 
population! And we have had a Govern- 
ment calling itself progressive, paternal 
and enterprising, sending a sum of money 
that would have kept 40 men in full em- 
ployment for eis months to' feed the 
overfed manufacturers of England, whilst 
our own forges are cold sud oi'.r work- 
ingmen standing idle! Forly-six thou- 
sand dollars! How much good that large 
mm, paid for labor in this Province and 
diatributed through the various channels 
of trade, might have dene.

The Gardiner's Canal 
Party. 

The steamer Sir James Douglas, Capt. 
Morrison, will sail this morning with the 
Canadian Pacifio Eailway Survoy party 
on board bound for Gardinor's Ciual. 
Tho stoamor will call at Nanaimo on the 
way up, whonce she proceods to Kitloop 
at the bead of tho canal, landing the party 
there. From this village the surveyor* 
will travol eastward towards Lake Fran- 
cis and will probably be at work some 
six weeks or two months. The Douglas 
during this time will remain at anchor 
at Kitloop forming a depot, well pro- 
visioned for the possible requirements 
of the party. 

Mr. G. H. Gamsby will leavo as engin- 
eer in charge; Mr.C. H. Seeretan as tran- 
sit-man; Mr. J. C. White as leveller; Mr. 
Geo. Hargroaves as topographer; Mr.Jas. 
Orr as Commissary jwhilst the rest of the 
party will be compsed of Messrs. C. Mo- 
Donsld, W. Dewdney. J. C. McDonald, 
R. Thomas, E. Metcalf, G. Warwick, 8 
■Brierly, and twelve Indians. The result 
and progress of the survey will bo watch- 
ed with interest here as immediately af- 
ter the work is plotted tho lino of the. 
Trans-Continental Railway will bo defi- 
nitely located. Whilst thero is a bare 
possibility that a practicable route may 
be discovered via Gardner's Canal, there 
is on the othor hand no doubt that Bute 
Inlet presents a line too favorable to bo 
relinquished in favor of nny other.
